XTRADITION 
1S ASSURED 


Fate of Van Horn 
Settled. 


German Army Officer Con- 
fesses He Dynamited a 
Canadian Bridge. 


Demands Protection of the 
United States for His 
“Act of War.” 


New International Problem is 
Presented to Our State 
Department.

ASHINGTON BUREAU OF 
THE TIMES, Feb, 2.—The at- 
tempted destruction today of the 

International bridge of the Canadian 
Pacific and Maine Central railways 
over the St. Crolx River has caused 
a stir among the officials of the State 
Department and the British Embassy. 

Secretary of State Bryan expects 
the Canadian government will demand 
at once the extradition of Van Horn, 
the confessed culprit, and it is likely 
the British Embassy will be the first 
official channel of information on the 
subject. Extradition will not be with- 
held long, according to Mr. Bryan. 

It is pointed out by well-informed 
persons here that only in the event of 
the man who planted the bomb being 
proved to have acted as an officer of 
the German army could ground for 
protest against extradition be found. 
It is a question whether such a charge 
would He at all against a single per- 
son in the strict acceptation of the 
terms of international law prohibiting 
armed expeditions being initiated 
from American territory. 

Whether the man who damaged the 
bridge may be extradited depends 
largely on the interpretation of the 
word “political” in the extradition 
treaty of 1889, which declares “a fu- 
gitive criminal shall not be surren- 
dered if the offense in ct of 
which his surrender is eomateed be 
one of a political character.” 


CLAIMS IMMUNITY 
AS AN ENEMY. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRK] 

VANCEBORO (Me.) Feb. 2.—An- 
other international problem incident 
to the war was thrust upon the United 
States today by the action of Werner 
Van Horn, who, operating on the 
Canadian side of the border, dyna- 
mited the railway bridge over the 8t. 
Creix River, and then escaped into 


the immigration office here in cus- 
tody of Deputy Sheriff George W. 
Ross of Washington county. 

The bridge which Van Horn sought 
to destroy was not greatly damaged. 

The St. Croix River for some dis- 
tance forms the boundary between 
Maine and New Brunswick. 

BRIDGE JOINTLY OWNED. 

The bridge is owned jointly by the 
Maine Central and the Canadian Pa- 
cific railways, and is on the direct 
route of the Canadian Pacific from 
Western Canada to the maritime 
provinces. Over this road have been 
shipped large quantities of war ma- 
teria's for the allies, which were 
placed on board ships at St. John and 
Halifax. 
According to the police, Van Horn, 
a man of middle age, and of military 
bearing, said he left Germany five 
years ago and for the past four years 
had been managing a coffee planta- 
tion In Mexico. Recently he made 
unsuccessful attempts to return to his 
native land. 
Friday night he left New York City 
and arrived here Saturday. That 
night, by appointment, he met a man 
unknown to him at the east end of 
the bridge. The man gave him a 
satchel containing dynamite. Van Horn 
suspended the satche! from the inside 
of an end post of the bridge and 
about 2 o'clock this morning dis- 
charged the explosive. 
This done, he planned to go tc 
Lambert Take. from which point he 
intended to drive about thirty miles 
to Princeton. The night was intense- 
Ivy cold and he suffered so much that 
he abandoned the trip and returned 
to his hotel. There the police found 
him tn ‘bed this morning. At the re- 
anest of the Canadian officers he was 
taken into custody. 
Atty.-Gen. William R. Pattangall 
“ent word ton'ght from Au«usta to 
Deputy Sheriff Ross to hold Van Horn 
until further orders. There wae no 
forma! charge preferred against him. 

VAN HORN INDIFFERENT. 
Van Horn, the officials assert, could 
be charged with damage to a rail- 
road bridee, which ts an extraditable 
offense under an agreement between 
the United States and Canada, or with 
damage to property on the American 
side of the border, where windows 
were broken by the explosion.

Accord- 
ing to the department's records, this 
shows the largest excess of exports 
over imports for any similar period 
for more than ten years. Exports for 
this week totaled $63,668,139, and im- 
ports $27,766,604.

HIO RIVER IS RISING: 
PITTSBURGH PEOPLE FLEE 


Dayton Fears a Repetition of the Fearful 
Floods of Two Years Ago. 


Many Factories Forced to 


Close by the High Water 


and Millions of Damage is Feared Unless Cold Puts 
a Check to the Inundation — Railway Traffic is at a 
Standstill in Some Localiti ea.

NE of the worst storms of the winter is general from the Middle 

West to the Middle Atlantic States, New England and throughout 

Canada. Rain, sleet, snow and wind have all contributed their 
quota to the disruption of railway traffic, the hampering of wire com- 
munication, and in some sections to the raising of rivers to the flood 
point, with considerable damage resulting. 

The weather man, however, holds out hope of speedy relief tin the 
prediction that the storm probably will pass off the New England 
coast into the Atlantic, leaving generally fair weather in its wake. 

Raflway traffic, in the Northern States either has been almost sus 


pended or greatly retarded. 


CHICAGO BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Feb. 2.— Heavy storms all 
over the United States, floods de- 
scending in the Pittsburgh district 
and extending over Ohio to such an 
extent that Dayton for a time feared 
another disaster, and the gcvernment 
forecast that no relief is in sight in- 
dicate that millions of dollars dam- 
age may be done unless a sudden 
change for the better takes place.

THE TIMES, Feb. 2.—Rain fell 

generally over the Pacific Coast to- 
day and tonight, and was very heavy 
along the coast from San Francisco 
northward. Heavy snow fell in the 
Sierras, and high winds were felt all 
over the State. Disastrous floods are 
predicted for the next two days on 
the Sacramento River at all points 
above the mouth of the Feather 
River. At Red Bluff, where the nor- 
mal flood mark is 23 feet, 29.9 feet 
have been registered. Kennett re- 
ceived six inches of rain over night, 
the greatest amount yet reported in 
the State. Redding received four 
inches; Stockton had a fifty-mile wind 
and heavy rain; Oakland experienced 
such high winds that the public 
schools were ordered closed, and high 
winds were f-'t at Fresno. 

San Francisco received its share of 
rain, about two inches falling in twen- 
ty-four hours, and the wind was very 
strong. Three of the street car lines 
running to the beach were put out of 
commission for a time this morning. 
The car service all over the city was 
disrupted to a more or less degree be- 
cause of the continued storms. Con- |

floods reported. The beach suffered 


materially, big combers carrying away 
sections of the Walk and washing hun- 
dreds of tons of sand into the high- 
ways. The face of the beach has

EXHIBITS THREATENED, 


At the exposition grounds firemen 
were busy guarding against .eaks In 
buildings where exhibits were threat- 
ened, 

A thunderstorm, with unusually 
strong wind and heavy rain, visited 
Marin and Alameda counties. Police 
and fire-alarm systems were put out 
of commission, and many business 
houses had to shut down because of 
the loss of electric power. Even great- 
er damage was done by the high 
winds, signs. windows, water tanks 
and telegraph poles being blown down 
or broken. 

Telegraph and telephone wires were 
brought to the ground in several 
of the State. Many washouts and 
landslides were reported and several 
houses were blown down. 

No abatement in the present storms 
is expected for at least another forty- 
eight hours, according to the Weather 
Bureau. District Forecaster Willison 
this evening said that he believed the 
would continue for at least 
forty-eight houfs and that there was 
no immediate prospect of its abating. 
There are twelve feet of snow at the 
summit of the Sierras tonight, with a 
blizzard raging. 

SHIPPING DAMAGED. 

The gale did damage to bay ship-- 
ping estimated at many thousands of 
dollars and is said to be the most 
severe in several seasons.

W. Eliot, president-emeritus of Har- 
vard University; David Starr Jordan, 
president of the National Educational 
Association, and Richard McLaurin, 
president of the Massachusetts Insti- 
ute of Technology. 

Tt is the belief of those interested 
in the plan that evil influences in the 
achools of the United States are aris- 
ing from the war. “Influences of ly- 
ing, hatred and murder are moulding 
the lives of America.s 20,000,000 
children,” says an announcement of 
the committee's plans, “which tend to 


As a nation we are evading our re- 
sponsibilities in not seriously attempt- 
ing to counteract these evil influences. 

“In many of our schools we even 
ferbid all discussion of the war. We 
eannot, however, hide this war from 
our children nor keep its destructive 
influences from their lives. 

“With a nation-wide relief move- 
ment of our children we can turn their 
minds from destructive murder to 
helpful life-giving and build on the 
terrible need the strongest, most help- 
ful race of men and women the world 
has ever known. 

“The school children are organized 
amd can begin immediately on relief 
work. They can raise at least $1,000,- 
000 without burden on any one as the 
funds will be raised in small sums— 
the people's gift through their chil- 
dren. They can make millions of 
needed articles of clothing and other 
things. Working shoulder to shoul- 
der to offset the influences of organ- 
ized murderous warfare they will fee! 
the quickening helpful impulse of 
thelr great life-giving organization— 
a mighty inmpuise in their- lives and 
a great example to the world. They 
will do more to establish international 
peace and good will based on kindly 
than years of diplomacy and 
peace conferences.” 

The plan announced is that each 
ehiid earn or make what he gives, or 
give from what he has, that he may

forts to break the deadlock which has 
existed for so long on both the eastern 
and western fronts. They have de- 
livered a series of attacks, always pre- 
ceded by artillery activity, on the al- 
lied lines in Flanders and France, and 
while in almost every case they have 
thus won a preliminary advantage be- 
fore the fighting was concluded, the 
French, British or Belgians have been 
able to regain the trenches tempora- 
rily lost, and in some cases to occupy 
the German positions. 

In these attacks, according to the 
reports of the British and French Gen- 
eral Staffs, the Germans have suffered 
severe losses. 

The German artillery has been sub- 
jecting the Belgian positions in 
Flanders to a severe bombardment, 
which suggests that the moment has 
arrived for another effort to get across 
the Yser, and thence to the French 
coast ports. 

In return the French have bom- 
barded the railway station at Noyon, 
one of the German military centers 
behind their advanced lines. 

More serious attacks, however, have 
been made against the Russian lines 
in Central Poland. Faced by flanking 
movements, both north and south, 
Field Marshal Von Hindenburg made 
a desperate effort, which, apparently, 
is to be renewed, to break through to 
Warsaw, and thus not only gain a 
great military and political advantagé 
for Germany, but at the same time 
release the pressure on Hungary and 
East Prussia, in each of which re- 
gions the Russian troops are slowly 
pushing forward. The fighting to the 
west and southwest of the Polish cap- 
ital has been of a most desperate char- 
acter and the Germans were at first 
successful, but the Russian official re- 
port declares that the Russians, by a 
counter attack, regained most of the 
lost ground. The report adds that the 
German losses were “colossal.” 

The German official account simply 
says of the fighting there: “We are 
making progress.” 

A German submarine was still at 
large in the English Channel yester- 
day and the French officially report 
an attempt to torpedo the British hos- 
pital ship Asturias. The German sub- 
marine, U-21, which recently sank 
three steamers in the Irish Sea, has 
not been seen since Sunday, and it is 
presumed that she has withdrawn. 
Traffic in those waters, however, con- 
tinues to be somewhat restricted, ship 
owners preferring for the present to 
keep in port all but the fast steam- 
ers, which, it is believed, can elude 
the submarines. 

The Germans, flushed with their 
success, have issued a warning that 
an attempt will be made to sink Brit- 
ish transports and gdvise neutral! ship- 
ping to keep awaf#¥7om the north and 
west coasts of FYr®fice. 

Reports reaching Holland say that 
the new bread regulations in Ger- 
many have caused so much unrest that 
12,000 special constables have been ap- 
pointed to guard the bakeries in Ber- 
lin. It is also said that following the 
action of the government in com- 
mandeering cereals, the military au- 
thorities are confiscating all utensils 
containing metals useful for their 
purposes. It is recognized that these 
are precautionary measures and are 
not due to immediate shortage.

HIGH PRAISE: 


FOR GERMANS. 


British Observer Thinks Well 
of Teuton Methods. 


Prisoners Say Invasion of the 
Fatherland Impossible. 


Tribute is Paid to Aviators for 
Invaluable Services 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND P.} 
LONDON, Jan. 18.—A military ob- 
server at the British army headquar- 
ters in France, writing under date of 
January 16, discusses the “physical 
and mental conditions” of the British 
troops and the Germans opposing 
them. 

The writer, after making due al- 
lowances for the probability that’ the 
German prisoners in many cases rep- 
resent the somewhat inferior ele- 
ments of Germany's forces, says that 
“there seems to be a difference in the 
state of feeling of the German rank 
and file fromm that which existed some 
weeks ago.” 

“Some of our prisoners,” the ob- 


server continues, “now realize that a 


victorious German advance is out of 
the question and that their duty is 
merely to gain any advantage com- 
mensurate with the sacrifices incurred 
but there are few Germans who con- 
tempiate the possibility of an actual 
defeat and the invasion of their coun- 


try. 

“As regards physical well - 
the British officer says, “It ig Pron I 
if the Germans are so well off as are 
the British, The German medical 
arrangements also are inferior, many 
civilian physicians without surgical 
experience being used. Two such doc- 
tors recently were allowed to operate 
in one of our hospitals. Since they 
were without instruments they were 
allowed to use ours. They showed 
surprising ignorance, ruining several 
instruments intended for disarticulat- 
ing ligaments, by attempting to cut 
bones with them. After this they 
were not permitted to operate. 

“But these points of German in- 
feriority,” the writer says, “are more 
than offset py the general efficiency 
of the fighting machine of the Ger- 
mans, the excellence of staff work 
and high discipline and the thorough- 
ness with which every military re- 
quirement has been provided for. 

“Orders have been captured which 
give minute instructions for the care 
of clothing, equipment and sanitation, 
which shows great forethought and e 
high standard of interior economy. 

“This minute care for the well-be- 
ing of the soldier so long as he can 
fight is, however, combined with cal- 
lousnéss to logs when sacrifice of life 
is thought necessary, which points to 
formidable powers of resistance.” 

The observer pays a tribute to the 
remarkable work of the British avia- 
tors and mentions as a frequent oc- 
currence reconnoissance in “driving 
snow with the temperature below sero 
or in a gale under fire of the enemy's 
anti-air craft guns, of traveling with 
the wind when the machine rocks 


and sways and attains a speed of 130- 


miles an hour.”

WAR AND REFORMS, 


The Ladies of Berlin Frown upon 

Conspicuous Garb as Unsuited to 
Present Conditions. 

[Baltimore American:] Russia has 
suppressed the national drink, vodka, 
during the continuance of the war, so 
that its soldiers might not be de- 
bauched. England has taken up the 
same problem on account of the dis- 
position of the civil population to 
treat Lord Kitchener's soldiers. S80 
the war reforms roll on. 

The most striking reform is that 
among the ladies of Berlin. There 
the discreet matrons have frowned 
upon all conspicuous and frivolous 
garb as unsuited to the condition of 
warfare in which thousands of Ger- 
man soldiers are losing their lives. 
Women of all classes are calling for 
a suppression of “immoral garb” and 
the reform is almost of an impera- 
tive nature, as few dare to zo counter 
to it. Filirtatious demeanor and pro- 
vocative bearing by the frail sex are 
also regarded as thoroughly un-Ger- 
man and not to be countenanced by 
Germans. 

Thus the wave of reform takes on a 
puritanical aspect in Germany, and 
Cromwellian severity of dress is re- 
commended to the German women. 
This is well. But at the close of the 
war may there not be a reaction such 
as followed the return of Charles II 
to England at the restoration, when 
manners grave donned as suited to the 
times of the protector were thrown 
aside and women who had dressed 
demurely went whirling down the 
Avernian way in a state of frivolity 
such as England had rarely witnessed 


before or since?

“Mexico will not have peace until 
the land question is settled,” said 
Senor Garza yesterday. “It is what you 
Americans call the nub of the ques- 
tion. Personally I believe that the 
Constitution will have to be changed 
before the land question can be set- 
tled.”’ 

Senor Garza’s last observation is 
particularly significant, as he is legal 
adviser to Gen. Fidel Avila, Governor 
of Chihuahua, and an authority on 
Mexican law. 

“Understand,” Senot Garza c¢on- 
tinued, “I do not say that all large 
holdings will be seized for redistribu- 
tion. This would not be right. as 
there are many holders of large acre- 
age whose rights should be safe- 
guarded. But there are others whose 
title to enormous holdings were ob- 
tained by devious means, either 
through the right given by military 
might or through influence in certain 
quarters. But this is all part of the 
history of my country, a worse part. 
a part that must be blotted out by 
means that we will have to work out.” 

Continuing, Senor Garza deprecated 
the proneness of many Americans to 
look upon the long procession of revo- 
lutions in Mexico as evidence of 
changing desires on the part of the 
people of the Republic. 

PRAISES VILLA. 

“Many of the leaders are mere gelf- 
seckers,” he said. “They are fighting 
or personal benefit, or the old order 
of things under a different flame. 
The great body of the people want 
simply to be assured of their birth- 
right to sufficient acreage on which 
to make a living—and their repre- 
sentatwe is Gen. Villa. The people, 1 
may say emphatically, stand where 
they did in the beginning.

The actual selling campaign of the

@ucted by the Children’s Home So- 
clety of California was begun last 
might at the Mason Operahouse. Hun- 
dreds upon hundreds of Daddy Long- 
‘Lege dolis were displayed in the lobby 
of the theater and offered for sale by 
Pretty Los Angeles girls to the mem- 
bers of the big audience assembled to 
See the second performance of “Dad- 
dy Long-Legs” in Los Angeles. 

A remarkably striking scenic effect 
for the opening of the sale of dolls 


Was obtained by draining the big 
fountain in the foyer of the theater 
and substituting for the discarded 
spring water a veritable cascade of 
Daddy Long-Legs dolls. So great, in- 
deed, was the number of dolls put on 
Gisplay that the imposing fountain, 
thirty-odd feet in 4ircumference, was 
filled to overflowing with the at- 
tractive toys to be sold for charity. 
The figure of the Greek goddess that 
crowns the fountain looked down 
upon the most imposing array of dolls 
ever gathered in any theater in the 
country. 

A_ striking addition to what might 
be termed the settings for the launch- 
fing of the campaign was the brigade 
of pretty Los Angeles girls. who were 
stationed at either side of the depot 
of supplies to offer the toys to char- 
itable peopié.

The Daddy Long-Legs doll idea 
evolved by the Children’s Home So- 
eclety of California is spreading like 
wildfire throughout the city. Yester- 
@ay afternoon a representative of the 
Raymond Hotel in Pasadena visited 
the offices of ‘the Daddy Long-Legs 
Doll Committee in the Times Building 
and announced that the guests of the 
hote! had become keenly interested in 
the campaign. The hotel representa- 
tive purchased a large supply of the 
Daddy Long-Wees dolls to fill orders 
from guests, and arranged to have an 
even ereater number sent to the ho- 
tel at the end of the week to be dis- 
posed of at an auction to be held by 
the guests.

TREMENDOUS Di MAND. 

“There is absolutely no limit to the 
possibilities of this campaign if we 
can get together a sufficient number 
of dolls to supply the demand,” de- 
clares Miss Ella Gardner, chairman of 
the committee on preparation of dolls. 
“We seem to have used up all the 
dolia in reach, 80 we must extend our 
search and bring in dolls from other 
points. To do this it is absoluteiy 
essential to have a bigger sum of 
available cash than is now on hand. 
That is why we are appealing in every 
direction to charitable people for 
financial assistance in the next few 
days. 

“We have found that we can sell 
all the dolls we can buy and dress .n 
the quaint orphan asylum costume 
that has become identified with the 
Daddy Long-Legs dolls. Our experi- 
ence of two days proves that there is 
@ really tremendous demand for these 
little toys, which Nave become a re- 
markable fad in Los Angeles. And 
every time we sell 1000 Daddy Long-

city. The idea is so beautiful and the 
popularity of the Daddy Long-Legs 
dolls is so great that it seems incred- 
ible we cannot get our hands on as 
many dolis as we want.

The President said that in order to pre 
serve what is best in the nation you dare 
not stand still; you must move forward. 
“For the virtue of America is not statical,” 
he said; “it is dynamic. All the forces of 
America are forces in action or else they 
are forces of inertia.” 

It is the deliberate judgment of thought- 
ful men of all parties that—to quote Sen- 
ator Cummins again—‘“taken as a whole 
the course of the President has in two 
years turned back thé hands upon the dial 
of progress so far that his party will not 
again be trusted with the timepiece of the 
twentieth century.” 

Mr. Wilson's primary understanding of a 
progressive is one who has the disposition 
to be doing something; but he overlooks 
the fact that a man can be just as busy 
doing wrong things as right things. The 
true progressive is not the brawling, oftice- 
seeking politician who calls himself by that 
name. He must not only be willing to do 
things but they must be the right things; 
they must tend toward justice, equality, hu- 
manity and prosperity. 


“The attitude of the President toward | 


Congress,” continues Senator Cummins, 
“and his usurpation of legislative power 
have inflicted a wound upon our institu- 
tions which may never heal. No one can 
be unconscious of the humiliating truth 


‘that the spectacie of a President whipping 


Congress, not only into quick action, but 
into the particular action which he com- 


_ mands, has furnished vast amusement, pos- 


sibly pleasure, to the unthinking and super- 
ficial, but they will learn sometime that the 
remedy for legislative inactivity or derelic- 
tion is not a dictator. They will discover, 
and that speedily, that the true remedy is 
with the people themselves and that it 
ought to be and will be applied when they 
elect their Senators and Representatives.” 

Every measure of general interest or im- 
portance which the present Congress, dur- 
ing its long and almost continuous session, 
has considered has been initiated in the 
White House. No member of Congress, 
whether belonging to one party or the oth- 
er, has ventured to hope that he, either sin- 
gly or in concert with his fellow-members, 
could originate a law of any considerable 
import. 

The founders of this nation undertook 
to make three branches of government— 
the law-making branch, the law-interpreting 
branch and the law-executing branch. These 


| they rigidly separated. They never dreamed 
of making the President captain of a Con- 


gressional team. They made him command- 
er-in-chief of the army and navy, but not 
commander-in-chief of Congress. They gave 
him the veto power, but that is a law-de- 
stroying, and not a law-originating or a law- 
making, power. 

President Wilson has arrogated to him- 
self and exercised powers such as were 
never exercised by any of his predecessors 
and such as are not now exercised by the 
ruler of any civilized nation except the 
Czar of Russia. 

Senator Cummins, in his comprehensive 
and caustic, yet essentially just, arraign- 
ment of President Wilson, said: “The Presi- 
dent and his Cabinet advisers have in cer- 
tain respects accurately and comprehen- 
sively understood the movement in the 
country for many reforms of the highest 
importance. They have with great skill, in 
their messages and speeches, recognized 
that many changes in our laws were 
necessary, pledging themselves that the 
demands of the people should be met 
and fulfilled. These progressive declara- 
tions full of honeyed words and sweet 
phrases, were poured out so lavishly that 
for a little while the people were inclined 
to believe that a genuine progressive ad- 
ministration had been installed in Washing- 
ton. For a brief period they were so blind- 
ed with the glitter of the promise that they 
could not see clearly the character of the 
performance. They are now discovering 
that, while the voice was the voice of Jacob, 
the hand was the hand of Esau. They are 
now realizing that asking for bread they 
were given a stone.” 


HE EMPDOYER. THE UNION AND 
THE MAN. 

The effect of the Supreme Court decision 
in the unfon-labor case under the so-called 
coercion statute of Kansas simply puts the 
rights of all parties—employers, employees 
and labor unions—on a basis of equality. 
A labor union accepts or rejects its mem- 
bers on its own conditions. An employer 
engages his men or discharges them on his 
own conditions. The worker has the ut- 
most freedom in choosing between the two, 
but he cannot force himself upon either. 

If both the employer and the union are 
agreeable, he may adhere to both. If the 
union makes ft a condition of membership 
that he abandon the employer, he must 
comply. If he refuses, the union may cut 
him off. Conversely, if the employer makes 
it a condition that he shall leave the union, 
he must comply. If he refuses, the employ- 
er may discharge him.

The attitude of the employer 
who does not freely accept unionism is 
usually in favor of the open shop.

Thus, perhaps, the most important ef- 
fect of the present decision may be, in the 
long run, to promote by protecting the open 
shop idea rather than to encourage the ex- 
treme policy of exclusion on the employ- 
er’s part. In any case, this decision is un- 
doubtedly a great victory for the just cause 
of industrial. fairness.

THE COMMERCIAL THEATER'S 
FAILURE. 


(‘CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.)

HE commercially-conducted theater in 

America is an avowed failure. This 

season has seen prominent commer- 


cial managers going into bankruptcy, thea- 


ters dark or running at a loss because of 
lack of paying attractions, and actors and 


actresses accepting anything that is off 
in order to keep the ‘ 


proverbial wolf from 
mercial theater can- 


being a success from 
the box-office stand- 


But ite failure hase 
been more complete. 
It has failed to de 
velop any body of na 
tive drama worthy of 
comparison with our 
printed literature; it 
has failed to develop 
acting which, save in 
rare instances, is Walter P. Eaton. 
above mediocrity; it has failed utterly to 
keep pace with the European stage in me- 


chanical equipment or in lighting and scene 


painting; it has failed to provide stable 
occupation for the actors or dignified. con- 
ditions for the authors; finally, above all, it 
has failed to keep the confidence of the 
public and to furnish any but the largest 
cities with worthy and reliable dramatic 
entertainment. 

The chief reason why the commercial 
theater has not developed a native drama 
is because it does not encourage, and does 
not dare accept, the serious work of serious 
authors. It dares accept only work which 


seems avowedly “popular.” This is bound ) 


to be the case so long as the theater re- 
mains entirely a competitive gambling 
game. It has failed to develop acting be- 
cause there are no permanent companies 
where young players can be adequately 
trained. It has failed to keep pace with 
Europe in scenery, lights and mechanical 
equipment because these things cost mon- 
ey, they are a “risk,” and in commerce one 
takes as few risks as possible. It has failed 
to provide dignified conditions for the art- 
ists, because the kind of men who are now 
attracted into theater management are for 
the most part unacquainted with the mean- 
ing of this adjective. 

But why should the commercial theater 


j fail to keep the confidence of the public and 


fail to furnish the best it can offer to this 
public who bring it its profits? Self-preser- 
vation alone would seem to dictate the op- 
posite policy. Yet more and more in recent 
years, and strikingly this present winter, 
when people have been affected by the hard 
times, the theatrical business in the smaller 
cities has grown less and less profitable, an 
ever greater number of the smaller cities 
have been gradually drifting toward a con- 
dition where a really excellent play, well 
acted, is as rare as the dodo. The manag- 


ers would now assert, no doubt, that self-. 


preservation compels them to abandon 
these cities altogether. 

A great many reasons have been put for- 
ward by a great many people to explain the 


. situation. The most common is that the 


movies have “knocked the bottom out” of 
the spoken drstha in the smaller towns. 
Such an assumption is manifestly an ab- 
surdity, for the spoken drama still flour- 
ishes in the large centers, and as a nation 
we are not yet reduced to the intellectual 
level of children. We must look deeper. 
Why are the movies more popular in the 
smaller towns? It is because they are 
cheaper, and also because much of the time 
they are relatively better, and all the time 
more reliable. 

The commercial theater, in the first place, 
sends its plays out “on the road” at much 
the same prices asked in New York, Phila- 
delphia and Chicago, and these prices are 
too high for the pocketbooks of the smaller 
towns. In the second place, the commercial 
theater has sent to these towns in recent 
years second, third, even fourth and fifth 
companies, which were often mere parodies 
of the original production. In the third 
place, the public in the lesser cities have 
no méans of finding out in advance whether 
either the piay or the production {s to be 
worth while, and they have been “stung” 
so often that now they prefer not to take 
the risk. In part, the stupidity of the com- 
mercial managers is to blame for this, but 
in part, also—and perhaps in larger part— 
the blame is inherent in our present system. 
The result, however, is the same—scores 
of American cities from 20,000 to 50,000, or 
even 100,000 inhabitants, are practically 
without reliable dramatic entertainment to- 
day, entertainment worthy of the intellec- 
tual capacities and better ideals of the com- 
munities. 

This is not a theory; it is a fact. The 
hard times ofthe current year are not to 
blame for it; they have only made the sit- 
uation a bit worse. The fault lies in our 
commercial system of theater management, 
with the sole headquarters in New York. 
And unless the bulk of the 90,000,000 Amer- 
icans wish in the future to subsist solely on 
motion pictures and ‘tet the beautiful art 
of the drama remain a property of the 
larger centers, the remedy will have to be 
found outside of our present system.

market, wherever we can do it cheap- 
est, and place them under American 
registry if owned by Americans. 

(2.) Man them with any national- 
ity, if we cannot get American sall- 
ors, which would be hard to find just 
now. 

(3.) Reseind the Japanese treaty 
signed by ex-President Taft just be- 
fore his term expired, which I look 
upon as a treaty not with Japan, but 
with the trusts, enabling them to ab- 
solutely control the great trade of ‘the 
Orient, without owning a single ship, 
as under it they could charter a Japa- 
nese or any foreign ship and use our 
ports on an equal footing with our 
American-owned ships, who could not 
compete with them in this trade. 

(4.) Let the head tax of $4 paid 
to the government on every immigrant 
brought to this country go to the 
owner of the American vessel bringing 
them in. 

(5.) A rebate of 5 per cent. on all 
imports brought into this country in 
American bottoms payable to the 
American owner of said ships.

in the Yosemite Valley last season would be withdrawn this year were 
received by David A. Curry, manager of the famous Camp Curry resort, 
yesterday from the Secretary of the Interior. During the coming year eleven 
rules will govern the use of the Yosemite roads by motorists. 

This is a source of gratification to every California automobile driver 
who has visited or contemplates visiting the park. The rules which were 
in force last year were a burden on the motorists, but seemed necessary in 
view of the difficulties of entering or leaving the park. Entrance to the park 
Was @ great victory for California motorists and they were content to bide 
their time, knowing that matters would adjust themselves. 

THE RULES, 

The rules in brief are as follows: 

1, Motorcycles are not permitted to enter the park. 

2. All motorists must secure a permit from the acting superintendent 
on arrival at Yosemite. 

3. Tickets for passage must be secured from the first ranger station on 

the road over which the motorist enters the park. This ticket will be ‘con- 
veniently kept and payment for it will be made at Yosemite, as outlined in 
rule four. The ticket must be conveniently kept, so it can be shown to any 
park official on demand, and must be surrendered with the permit at the 
last ranger station on leaving the park. 
4. The fee for entering the park will be $5.00. Application for the per- 
mit, which payment of this fee grants, must give the name of the owner, 
license number of the car, number of passengers and name of driver. Pay- 
ment must be made in money or money order. Checks will not be accepted. 
An additional charge of $1.00 will be made for those entering the Mariposa 
Big Tree grove.

War Story. 


JONES, FIGHTER, ESCAPES 
FROM GERMANS, WOUNDED. 


ONBON, Feb. 2.—Private Harry 
L Jones, the well-known Cardiff 
boxer, has returned home to re- 

cuperate from wounds received in the 
battle on the Meuse, where he under- 
went many adventures as a member 
of the South Wales Border Regiment. 

After passing unhurt through the 
retreat from Mons, in which his 
battalion was badly cut up, Jones's 
jaw, broken last spring in his ring 
contest with Dai Roberts, was re- 
broken by the recoil of his rifle. This 
laid him up for a few weeks, although 
he lost no time In getting back to the 
front. One of the incidents of the 
retreat was this: Jones was holding 
an officer's horse when a shel) car- 
ried away the animal's hind quarters, 
leaving the head and forelegs in his 
possession. 

“I knew after that I wasn't to be 
killed,” said the boxer. : 

His most surprising adventure was 
his escape from German captors. 

While fighting on the Meuse. Jones 
got lost and fell into the hands of five 
Germans. It chanced that al] the five 
had lived in London and spoke Eng- 
lish well, and one had an English wife 
and seven children in England. 
Jones's ability to make himself enter- 
taining at least procured him good 
treatment. The captors kept a close 
watch on him until late that night, 
but grew drowsy just as a thick for 
came on, Which enabled Jones to 
make a dash after he had wriggied 
away a few yards. Running into the 
French lines, Jones there chanced

HAT is to be Eddie Collins's fu- 

ture with the Chicago White 

Sox? Will he be the same field- 

ing wonder as when he played with 

the Philadelphia Athletics, or will his 

general all-around work deteriorate?

Of course, Collins's adherents will 
tell you that he made Barry the won- 
der worker he ia, insisting that if Jack 
had any one else working at second 
instead of the peerless Eddie, he would 
be rated only a fair performer.

But you can’t forget Barry, the man

FROM ANGRY SEAS. 
THREE BREAKWATERS TO COST 


A HUNDRED THOUSAND ARE 
PROPOSED. 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

VENICE, Feb. 2.—Probably $100,- 
000 to be expended in breakwaters is 
the proposed improvement to save and 
reclaim the washed-away portion of 
the strand south of Windward ave- 
nue. The talked-of proceeding would 
call for probably three big breakwa- 
ters laid at regular intervals 300 feet 
from the shore. 

They would run from a point near 
the present breakwater, for about a 
mile south, so the sand will be caused 
to rewash to where it was removed 
last year and during the storm of a 
few days ago. This would restore the 
land as well as provide an ideal still- 
water bathing place for the summer 
visitors. Canoeing and sailing can 
also be indulged in and a harbor for 
small craft is proposed. It is esti- 
mated that each of the three break- 
waters would cost from $25,000 to 
$35,000. Another part of the pro- 
posed improvement is the erection of 
a monster sea well along the shore 
line with a wide promenade and a 
high balustrade. 

The City Trustees say that the fight 
to reclaim and save this portion of 
the beach will be waged until some- 
thing is done which will bring it to a 
victorious close. A mass meeting is 
called for Friday evening in the Coun- 
try Club building.

EXTRAVAGANCE CHARGE 
STIRS OFFICIAL’S IRE. 


NTARIO, Feb. 2.—As a result of 
charges made by Charles Hadsell 
to the City Council that the tax- 
Payers of Ontario are robbed daily 
through the employment of too many 
incompetent men, who “kill” over half 
the time for which they are paid to 
work on the streets of the city, the 
Street Committee of the Council to- 
day commenced a probe into the af- 
fairs of the city street department.

“There may be one or two small 
warrants still out,” said Raper yester-

The Legislature commenced its 
activities on January 4 and adjourned 
January 30. Of these twenty-six days 
three were Sundays, leaving twenty- 
three working days.

OR NEW SET OF 
BUILDING LAWS. 


IMPORTANT CONFERENCE TO BE 
HELD HERE SOON. 


State Immigration and Housing 
Commission to Convene in Los 
Angeles for Consideration of 
Changes and Additions to Tene- 
ment and Other Legislative Acts. 


-As a result of the visit of J. J. 
Backus, Chief Inspector of Buildings, 
to Sacramento to attend a conference 
called by the State Immigration and 
Housing Commission, the commission 
has decided to call a special meeting 
in Los Angeles about the middle of 
this month, at which the attendance 
of the City Council and other city 
representatives will be invited. At 
that time there will be a thorough 
discussion of the proposed legislation 
governing the construction and main- 
tenance of tenement-houses, apart- 
ment-houses, hotels, lodgings and pri- 
vate dwellings. 

In a report to the City Council as 
to the results of his visit to Sacra- 
mento, Mr. Backus says, in part: 

“I opposed very strenuously the 
idea of having any legislation enacted 
governing the construction and main- 
tenance of dwelling-houses, for the 
reason that I belleve this to be an in- 
fringement upon a citizen's rights and 
very largely unnecessary. 

“I was able to fully convince the 
members of the Conference Commit- 
tee that it would be unwise to incor- 
porate any regulations for dwellings 
in the Tenement-house Act. and they 
finally concluded to submit the regu- 
latory legislation desired for private 
houses, in a separate bill. This ‘s 
better for the opponents of the meas- 
ure, as it is much easter to oppose a 
new bill than to:-try to bring about 
changes in proposed amendments to 
an existing act. 

“I also opposed a number of pro- 
posed changes in the existing Tene- 
ment-house Act, which I believe to be 
unnecessary and uncalled-for at this 
time and the most important of which 
was the increasing of the width re- 
quired for courts and yards, thereby 
decreasing the percentage of a lot 
than can be covered by such building. 
I believe the law as it stands today 
is in reasonably good shape and no

Interesting Programme and a Ban- 

quet Mark Enjoyable Evening Spent

The monthly meeting of the Los 
Angeles Women’s Advertising Club, 
which took place iast at 
Christopher’s tearoom, was one of ex- 
ceptional interest in many ways. The 
programme was excellent and the dis- 
cussion of matters pertinent to the 
work of the club was lively and in- 
structive. 

A meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee and a general business meeting 
of the club preceded the affair. 

The subject of affiliation with the 
Advertising Clubs of the World was 
favorably discussed and J. R. Renfrew, 
whose talk on advertising formed the 
chief feature of the evening, was plied 
with questions as to the big organiza- 
tion of which he forms a part of the 
executive force. 

Mr. Renfrew of Adams & Renfrew 
brought out the fact that advertising 
was practically the only business 
which had for its objective the ex- 
penditure of money. Touching upon 
the possibilities of co-operation avail- 
able through the touch established by 
means of clubs, Mr. Renfrew sounded 
a note of warning in regard to the 
mistake of allowing membership to in- 
clude lines far afield from the one 
which was the objective of purely ad- 
vertising clubs. 

Speaking of the coming meeting of 
the Advertising Clubs of the World, at 
Chicago in June, Mr. Renfrew calied 
attention to the fact that at that time 
there would be gathered in their vari- 
ous conventions, al! allied and yet all 
separate, organizations covering at 
least thirty different phases of public- 
ity.

Collector Conrad Appeals to Coun- 
cil for Such Legislation and Says 
Would Produce Revennes of 
More Than Twenty-two Thousand 
Dollars Aunualiy. 


Albert BR. Conrad, City Tax and LIi- 
fense Collector, yesterday filed for 
presentation to the City Council today 
a statement that may have the effect 
of mereasing the city’s revenues $22,- 
690 or more each year. He proposes 
that a tax or license fee be placed 
wpoen all express and transfer wagons 
doing business in Los Angeles. 

Mr. Conrad says that he has been 
making investigations and finds that 
many of the men engaged in this line 
of business are willing to pay a license 
fee. This would protect them from 
the transient picking up of such bus- 
iness bv vehicles not regularly en- 
gaged in the work, and would be a 
protection to the tourists and all visi- 
tors to the city. 

There has been nothing» collected 
from this class of business since May 
of 18913. Mr. Conrad estimates that a 
reasonable license tax would bring 
inte the city treasury $22,000 or more 
annually. He urges the Council to give 
the subject immediate consideration. 

In a communication to Mr. Conrad 
on this subject from Chief of Police 
Sebastian. the Chief says: 

“Many complaints reach me from 
people who patronize transfer wagons 
relative to delays in delivery and over- 
charge. In sume cases baggage has 
been lost or stolen by expressmen for 
the reason there is no regulation on 
this business. Formerly, when under 
a license they were required to carry 
same in a conspicuous place so stran- 
ers could safeguard themselves by 
taking name or number of transfer 
man. This season, when many tour- 
ists are expected to reach Los Angeles, 
some regulation should be adopted on 
this clase of business for their protec- 
tion.”
